David Ferrie T s call to WH 4 -4970 in Chicago on 
September 24th (the day Oswald left New Orleans) connects with 
Lawrence Meyers of Chicago (see Heritage of Stone, page 124 
and the phone calls of Lawrence Meyers, Warren Commission 
Document). On November 21st, the day before the assassination, 
Meyers arrived in Dallas (with the woman in whose name the 
Chicago number was registered). That night, the next night and t 
night before Ruby disposed of Oswald, Meyers met with Ruby at 
the Cabana Motel in Dallas {See testimony of Meyers, Hearing XV, 
page 620). During that time (until Friday afternoon following 
the assassination) Eugene Hale Brading (arrested minutes after 
the assassination at Dealey Flasaa under the name of "Jim Braden") 
also was staying at the Cabana Motel (guest records of the Cabana 
Motel as to Meyers and Brading ) , 

(Note: Background of David Ferric: Trained Cuban exile 

pilot, prior to the Bay of Pigs, in Guatemala. By the summer 
of 1963 was giving guerrilla training to the ant Castro Cubans 
and adventurers in the camp north of Lake Pontchartrain. 

(Background of Eugene Hale Brading: a career employee of 
the Mafia. Also a charter member of La Costa Country Club). 

(Note: Also staying at the Cabana at the same time was 

a Ralph Meyer - no "s" at the end of the name. It Is to be noted 
that Lawrence Meyers had a son named Ralph Meyers who was with 
Army Intelligence). 
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Following Ruby's November 23rai Saturday night) visit 
with Lawrence Meyers of Chicago, Ruby returned to his apartment* 
The last call he made that night was t- his friend and former 
associate, Brack Wall, in Galveston (barren Commission Bocuments 
and Brack Wall testimony, Hearings)* By this time, David Farrie 
had arrived in Galveston- This was Ruby T s final long distance 
call prior to shooting Oswald*

headline entertainer for the Thunder -Bird Hotel, managed by 
Louis McWillie, formerly employed by Meyer Lansky r s Tropic ana 
Hotel in Havana* Ferrie, becoming an entrepreneur for the 
first time in his life, opened a new station in New Orleans)* 
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
